Colonist in itself on the face of it was 
mil; libellous or even uncomplimentary to 
Justice Walkein, and that the court had 
no right to look to anything outside or to 
draw inferences or innuendoes not war- 
ranted by the text of tho alleged libel, hi 
this case the innuendoes charged were nut. 
warranted, while the mere fact of the* 
publication of what appeared in any 
paper would be no defence if the matter 
itself were libellous. Yet there were 
circiiiiiaUinceB in which it would he ; 
a defence, as in this case, whore it was; 
done with a view of elicitiui/ a refutation 
from the party charged. He diew atten- 
tion to a letter written by Judge Walkein. 
to McNamee, in which tho furmer stated 
he had heard that Mitchell intended to- 
swear to the correctness of the report in. 
bin paper, from which the paragraph >vas : 
taken, and suggested to McNamee that 
ho should allow himself to be examined 
before the commission on oath for they 
purpose of denying the report »nd attri- 
buting a malicious motive to the proprie- 
tor of the Free Prex* in publishing it. It- 
was said at the trial that that was a very- 
remarkable [etter. 

Chief Justice Ritchie, interposing, said 
he thought it a very improper letter. 

Robinson— It is not for me to Bay 
whether it is proper or improper. It is 
for me to call the attention of the court 
to it. At all events, this letter was called 
very remarkable because it suggested to 
the person who was to be examined what 
evidence he should give. That was a way- 
of producing evidence that did not recom- 
mend itself to anyone. 

Justice Strong thought it was going 
rather far to say that there should be tt 
new trial because the judge did not criti- 
cize that letter. 

Robinson— I am not putting iu that 
lettor at all. 

Justice Strong — How is it material ? 

Robinson — As a question of evidence, 
where you are arguing for a now trial, a 
comment of the plaintilF is always most 
material. 

Chief Justico Ritchio— Unquestionably 
tampering with a witness should bo con- 
demned and going up to a witness and 
saying what he should swear when he 
could know nothing about it at all. 

Robinson — Suggesting to him he should 
say if a certain person has made a state- 
ment, it has been done for deliberate 
malice. 

Justice Ritchie — If that is not tamper- 
ing with a witness, J don't know what 
tampering with a witness means. 

Proceeding, Robinson dilated at some 
length on tho evidence to show that Mr. 
Higgins hail good faith in the publication. 
The speech lasted four horns. •

The people of Manitoba aro greatly ex- 
cited, ovor tho refusal of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to perm it those engaged 
in constructing tho Portage La Prairie 
link to cross their line. Threats are 
niado to crosSjthe company's road whethor 
they aro willing or not. Tho question 
has boon submitted to tho Supreme Court 
but the Manitobans aro. too impatient to 
await its decision; They threaten to cross 
the C. P; It's line as often as it is neces- 
sary whether the law is for or against tho 
proceeding. Tho people of Manitoba 
have with them in their struggle tho 
sympathy of the people of the other prov- 
inces. They do not believe that it is fair 
for, the C. P. It. to have it in its power to 
prevent the construction of local rail- 
roads, and thus retard tho development 
ot tho country. l!ut it is foolish for the 
Manitobans to anticipate the decision of 
the courts. Violence is the very last re- 
sort, and a civilized people should not 
have recourse to it until all peaceable 
means of redressing a grievance have 
failed. VVe hardly think that the Pro- 
vincial Government will countenance 
violent and illegal measures. By doing 
so they would give their opponents an 
advantage of which they would not be 
slow to avail themselves. We feel quite 
certain (hat they will obtain so reason- 
able and indeed necessary a privilege 
without being driven to use force, or to 
break the law in any way. If the Su- 
preme Court decide against them, the 
Dominion Government will tiud some way 
out of the dilliculty. It will hardly stand 
by the CP. ft. in opposition to the de- 
sires and interests of the whole p'opula- 
tu.n of M anitoba. . 

A NATURAL QONSEQUENCJS; 



The persistent abuse of Mr. Dunsmuir 
by the Titnes must be a matter of sur- 
prise to every thoughtful citizen of Vic- 
toria, That gentleman is one of the city's 
nrnst usoful citizens. There is not ft town 
in the Dominion that would not be most 
desirous to obtain a business man of his 
standing and spending the money that he 
does as a resident. Its inhabitants would 
be delighted with the prospect of his 
coming to live among them and would of- 
fer him many inducements to make it the 
headquarters of his business operations. 
The expenditure ol' a very large sum 
weekly would bu of immense advantage to 
them. They would regard with disap- 
probation the efforts of any newspaper to 
throw obstacles in the way of his coming 
or to make his stay disagreeable to him 
when lie did come. Self-interest, if no 
higher motive, would insure his being 
well-treated. The journalist who from 
private pi<{ue or political spite would 
t reat him discourteously and go out of his 
way to misrepresent and belie him, would 
soon be told that he would not be suffered 
to do the town an injury to gratify his 
own malice or to carry out tho designs of 
a senseless faction. We question very much 
if there is a newspaper in any town in 
Canada; whose managers would be so 
stupid and so blind to the interests of the 
people from whom they derived their 
support as to act in such a way as to drive 
away an active capitalist, who proposed to 
do business in their town. Vet this is 
preoisely what the Time* is endeavoring 
to do, or rather, it, iB trying to do worse 
than this. The capitalist has already 
established his' business in tho city. He 
is spending in it every month many thou- 
Sandsof dollars. This money circulates free- 
ly among its inhabitants of all classes and 
all occupations. It is one of the principal 
elements of the prosperity of tho town. 
.To make the residence of a business hiah 
of Mr. Duusmuir's standing ill this or any 
city disagreeable to him is the quiuteSs- 
riieo of stupidity. No man, no matter 
how rich he is or how independent ho 
may bo uf, far as moans aro concerned, likes 
to-be abused and misrepresented before 
the public almost every day of uvory 
week. lie may stand it for a whilo, but 
ho soon feels that it is not necessary for 
him to oxpose himself to such incessant 
and malignant attacks, and it will not bo 
long before he has resource to the remedy 
which ho knows will bu effectual. He 
leaves th.u place He removes to where 
he will be belter appreciated and whore 
ho will be free from the annoyance of 
perpetual and causeless vilification. The 
small-minded and malignant newspaper 
men may feel grafiliud to find that they 
have tho power to worry and irritate. 
,3ut this kind of power is not strength. 



Mosquitoes are not formidable insect*, 
but no ono will voluntarily remain long in 
a place which they infest. Thw jc.urr.'aJis- 
tic mosquitoes may have the pow»tr to 
drive Mr. Dunsmuir's business out of 
Victoria, but when they havo done this, 
they will be as helpless as the most harm- 
loss of created creatures to repair tho 
mischief they have douo.

If he 
took his work from the Albion Iron 
Works and had it done in workshops 
already erected nearer his mines, Victoria 
would bo greatly the loser. Would the 
Times Company and the Times stall' make 
up to Victoria what it would toie by the' 
removal of Mr. Duusmuir's business to 
other places ? They and their follow 
citizens would then find that it is infinite- 
ly easier to do mischief thai' to repair the 
damage it does. The contingency wo are 
considering is by no means an imaginary 
one. We havo the best reason for knowing 
that Mr. Dunsmuir looks upon the estab- 
lishment of his business on another part of 
the island as by no means an impossibil- 
ity. Such an eVont would bo not. only a 
misfortune but a reproach to Victoria. 
All that Mr. Dunsmuir asks for or expects 
at the bands of his fellow citizens is fair 
and honorable treatment. He tries to do 
what good ho can among them, and it is 
but reasonable that he should expe-Jt at 
least civility in return. But when he 
finds that obloquy is, day after day, 
heaped upon him by a newspaper sup- 
ported by the citizens, he naturally con- 
cludes that a considerable portion of the 
community approve of this way of treat- 
ing him, and it is not surprising that he 
is pained and discouraged and talks of re- 
moving his business to some place where 
he will be better understood .and where 
his efforts to benefit the community in 
which it is transacted will be more highly 
apprucial ed.

The personal element has 
not been eliminated from politics and the 
discussion of public affairs i.-i not so free 
from bitterness as it ought to bu in a 
highly civilized community. But we are 
improving. Newspapers even in country 
villages are conducted now with a greater 
regard for the amenities than they used 
to be not very many years ago. A news- 
paper editor in a small place is not now 
necessarily an ill-natured, impertinent 
gossip, a ruilian or ft blackguard. The 
Eatanswill Gdqefie style of journalism has 
£ono out of fashion even in the backwoods 
and on the outskirts of civili- 
zation. Tho taste of the public 
has become refined to a very great extent 
and abusive articles that were greatly ad- 
mired by men of the past generation ar; 
now road with disgust by those who can- 
not boast of a very high degree of culture. 
Some editors have been slow in Gliding 
this out and continue to disgust their rea- 
dors by serving up to tlieiii slang and 
abuse, and feel surprised when they find 
that language which would not be tolerat- 
ed at any decent man's fireside is distaste- 
ful to tho readers of their papers. Any 
one who is much among the people of 
Canada cannot fail to be struck with t he 
improved taste of neswpaper readers 
generally. This is a good sign, and it will 
suon bo followed by a still further im- 
provement in tlii' newspapers of the 
country. We have been led into this 
train of thought by reading some Eng- 
lish political pouhy. Party spirit 111 
the old country runs very high 
indeed. Consequently political writing is 
exceedingly strong. People who oxpress 
themselves mildly and moderately on all 
other subjects become illtemperate when 
politics is their theme. Philosophers, like 
Huxley and Tyndall, forget their scientific 
training and lose the Scientific tone when 
they write about Home Rule and the course 
which Mr. Gladstone sees fit to pursue. Put 
for pure malignity we think that nothing 
written during the present I'lvsidenti i! 
campaign can compare with the following 
lines which wore scattered among the; 
guests of Lord Londonderry at. a demon- 
stration at which Mr. GoBohen was the 
orator :

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The C. P. It. monopoly was broken in 
Manitoba on Thursday last when the first 
regular train left St. Paul for Winnipeg. 
This is how ii Winnipeg paper notices the 
event: 

The fact that the first regular train 
over tho Northern Pacific road between 
St. Paul and Winnipeg will bo run to-day 
is ono of great importance, It marks the 
end of a long and distressing agitation; it 
signalizes the restoration of confidence; it 
is the dawn of bettor things. VVe havo 
faith, tho legal barriers boing down, that 
conflicting interests of rival corporations 
will work out for Manitobans all that can 
reasonably bo expected. 



We iikak a great deal about tho advan- 
tages of tho prairies of tho northwest, 
both of Canada and the United States. 
But thoso regions, fertile lis they are, 
have their drawbacks. Thoir early frosts 
and bitterly cold winters are unknown on 
this side of the Rocky Mountains. A Mr. 
M. .1. Uarpmau, of Minneapolis, has 
been in Ramsey County, Dakota, and 
gives a sad account of what ho saw there. 
Ho says that farmers and their families 
are actually starving to death, and men- 
tions seventy families within his own 
knowledge who are absolutely destitute of 
food and fuel. The awful condition of 
the people, Mr. Harpman declares, is be- 
yond description. Men, women and 
children are in rags and without a cent of 
money, or anything eho'" of value 
beyond their lives. Their crops wore 
totally destroyed by the frost in August 
and their lands, stock and farming imple- 
ments are mortgaged, and absolute dis- 
tress prevails everywhere. 

Wk hear a good deal in certain quarters 
about tho morals of tho Salvation lads and 
lasses. A good many hard things are 
said about them as we believe with very 
little reason. Those quartered in Chicago 
were lately put to a very scvuro test and 
they have coino through it triumphantly. 
Two women reporters in search of a new 
sensation professed to be converted and 
joined the Army. They lived among the 
soldiers and saw the inner working of the 
corps. If they had seen anything wrong 
they would have been only too glad to re- 
port it; but although they havo published 
their experience in sensational and pro- 
fusely illustrated articles they have no 
harm to say of thu Army. The spies wore 
kindly treated by their comrades who had 
not tho remotest suspicion of their real 
character. They ridicule tho methods of 
thu Salvationists and are merry over their 
bad grammar, but they bear testimony to 
the purity of their lives, their sincerity 
and the zeal and fidelity with which they 
perform their duties. We cannot honest- 
ly say that, we admire some things about 
the soldiers of the Army. We think that 
they might do all the 'good they arc cap- 
able of doing without making bo much and 
such discordant noise, but wo are sincere- 
ly glad that the Chicago spies have no 
evil report to give of them and their 
doings. 

LIQUOR LICENSE QUESTION. 

To tii k Editor:— "It is to be hoped 
that the agitation for an amendment of 
the existing unsatisfactory laws relating 
to liquor licenses will not be allowed to 
Hag by reason of the difficulties jvhich 
must necessarily be met ill dealing with 
such a question. I think il is generally 
conceded that reform is needed, and 1 am 
quite ill accord with your leader in last 
Friday's issue of your paper, viz.: "What 
is wanted is a good workable license law 
suited to tho conditions of the country.™

!i:t Licenses, yielding 1 annually Si 1,330 

Surely this number is largely in excess 
of the actual requirements of the city, 
and I feel sure that if a high license sys- 
tem were adopted, the majority of licen- 
ses under the existing law, would hail 
the change with satisfaction, and it wotdd 
undoubtedly eliminate a curtain line of 
saloons; so-called, that aro at present no 
credit to thu city nor to tho more respect- 
able class of licensees. In the province of 
Ontario, in addition to the license duties 
collected by the municipalities, thu pro- 
vincial government also imposes a license, 
and all sums received form a license fund, 
and after payment of tho salary and ex- 
penses of/.fhe/ inspector, one- third of the 
fund is paid to the province and thu re- 
maining two-thirds to the municipality. 
The board of license commissioners, 
three in number; are annually appointed 
by tho Government, tho ollices liuiuu' 
honorary and without remuneration. 
Their duties aro denned by Crooks' Act, 
and practically consist in denning requi- 
sites, for granting, limiting and regulating 
license's in terms set forth in thu Act. 

tiesides, there are many necessary im- 
provements to suggest in our own License 
law el id., those discussed by the 1>. C. 
Board of Trade at its last quarterly meet- 
ing, referred to in your issue of Kith hist. 

If, then, a free discussion of this subject 
is encouraged, it will, I trust, lead to 
practical legislation of a reasonable anil 
useful character, not loaning altogether 
to tho side of extremists on thu tem- 
perance question ; but with tho object 
of so amending the existing lax laws, as 
will ensure fair and proper limitations 
and regulations to all concerned

Hom»« of the Pooi-Ip in tlie T«rrltorjr Our 
UoveriiBient Bought from Ku»»i», 

Tim houses of tlio natives aro> much 
jliu p:imu in all divisions of Alaska. Tlip 
ilwelilnutt uro thus described : 

A circular mound of earth, fjrass prow- 
injr -irirl lfttVl'Od with all sorts ot houso- 
iuiiil utensils, a small spiral coll of 
smuliH tl$lnu from tlio ape*, , dogfl 
uiiouclling, children climbing up or 
rolling down, stray morsels of food left 
i'rom one meal to tho otlior, and u 
soft mixture of. mud and offal surround- 
ing ft all. 

Tho entrance to this house is a low, 
irregular square aperture, through wliiu-h 
t lie Inmate stoops, and passes down a 
'loot or two through a short low pas- 
6a,-jo on to tlio earthen floor within. 

Tho Interior generally consists of an 
Irregularly-shaped square cirelo, twelve 
or lil'teon foot in diametor, receiving 
Its only light from without through 
the small smoke-opening ut the apex 
of tho roof, which rises, tont-llke, from 
tho floor. Tho fire-place is directly 
under tills opening, 

liudo beds or couches of skin and 
j^rass mats aro laid, slightly raised 
iioovo the floor, upon clumsy fntrpes 
made of sticks and saplings orrough- 
licwn plunks, and sometimes on little 
elevations built up of peat or sod. 

Sometimes a small hall-way with bulg- 
ing sides is erected over tho entrance, 
where; by this expansion, room is af- 
forded for tho keeping of utensil* 
and water vossols and as a shelter for 
dogs. 

Immediately adjoining most of theso 
houses will be found a small summer 
kitchen, a rude wooden frame, walled 
in and covorod with sods, with an 
opening at tho top to give vent to the 
smoko. 

Those are entirely above gTound, 
rarely over five or sir foot In diameter, 
and are littored with tilth and offa.1 
of all kinds; serving also as a refuge 
for tho dogs from the incleaueat 
weather. 

In the interior regions, where both 
fuel and building material are more 
abundant, tho houses change some- 
what In appearance and cotistrucjlon : 
the excavation of the coast houses, 
mudo for tho purpose of saving both, 
disappears, and gives way to log- 
structures abovo tho ground, but etill 
covorod with sods, 

Living within convenient distance ot 
tlcibor, tho people (inland) do not .de- 
pend so much upon the natural warmth 
of mother oarth.— [Chambers's Journal.

Aboct Preserving Eogs.— Within the 
last half-dozen years tho Prairie Farmer 
has several times published numerous 
recipes for preserving or pickling eggs: 
but still inquiries for the "best method oi 
preservint^bggs frebh forwinter usa" have 
been coming to me for four or Ave weeks j 
therefore, for tho benefit, of these "new 
subscribers," and the "old subscribers" 
who did not heed mv "valuable advice," 
I repeat: The very best method for tho 

Sousekeeper to preserve a small number 
I dozens for home use or for market, is 
to simply pack them on end in salt. Salt 
enough must bo used so that tho eg','* 
, will not touch each other, or the bottom 
orsides of the paekuge, The grot le of salt 
used is that known as "coarse line." 
Common table salt is, of course, just as 
good, but it costs a little more. It is not 
necessary to grease, varnish, or do an v- 
thing to the eggs (except wash them "if 
they need it), before packing t hem in tin; 
salt; and tho package should not ho 
turned. Leaving. the. cost oil lie salt put 
of the question this method is just da 
good for picfiing any number of dozens 
tor market. Tlio next best method, and 
the one I hat is most used by those who 
make a business of packing eggs for 
market is lime and salt pickle. The 
"Havana method," the "German method," 
and nearly all the other. methods adver- 
ti.sed; are recipes for the lime aud sail 
pickle with the addition of a small 
quantity of other substances, such as 
alum, saltpetre, borax, baking powder, 
soda, etc., which add to the trouble anil 
expense, but nut la the preservative 
qualities of the pickle ; in i:u t the simple 
pickle of salt and lime U bettor than any 
of these "new methods" 1 have tried, anil 
I have tried many. For any way oi (.re- 
serving, the eggs should be fresh, clean 
and whole. — Fanny Field in Frairie 
Farmer. 

Ridding the fowls of lice should be at- 
tended to. Even when there arc no 
signs of lice, they may be busy at work 
on the fowls, making iheni drooping and 
mopish, while uu amount of food will 
keep them- iii good' condition. The ben, 
when somewhat fat, is not attacl 
lice wherever sho can reach, for 
provided with an oil saclc at l!i<- 1 
the tail, from which she derives o 
only as a protection against lice, 
assist in cleaning her leathers 
large lice, therefore, congregate ■ 
heads and necks. It the lieu is | 
flesh the lice may be found un all parts 
of the body. The best remedy ia lai d, 
and only a small portion .should be used, 
which should be rubbed uu tin- skin of 
the heads and necks. The fowl shotih 
then be held by the legs, head downwards 
and thoroughly dusted w ith I'ersian in- 
sect powder. The Quarters must also be 
kept very clean. Ui|ce a week is not ko6 
often to give sucli ulteulion to bens in 
the summer. Go into the hen house 
night and force a few drops of vvurtii I: 
in among the feathers of the le ad and 
neck with a Sowing-machine oil can.

In 
Romans we are taught that, we must have 
the spirit of Christ, which is the spirit of 
gentleness, love, charity, and here we 
must rmnoniber that in order to have the 
spirit we must be born again. And only 
as we arc born again can wo ever seo the 
kingdom of heaven. By and by there 
will he a separation. Only the good and 
pure and those who are born again will 
enter the place prepared for us. To be 
born again is to be born into a new crea- 
tion. In the Hippodrome at New York a 
poor tramp was converted to God, and 
in giving his experience declared that he 
was a new man in his old clot hes.
